PROCEEDINGS OF A MEETING 
Of die Inhabitants of Victoria, Vancou- 
ver's Island, held al the Assembly 
Hall, Broad street, at 7 1-2 o'clock, i>. 
m. , Monday livening, Ith April, 1859. 
Present— a large assemblage of peo- 
ple, crowding the Hall in every pari. 

On motion of .lames Vales, Esq., M. 
P. 1'., Mr. II. Holbrook was called to.Uiq 
Chair, and Mr. Copland was chosen Sec- 
retary of the Meeting. 

The Chairman read to the Meeting the 
notice calling them together, which was 
as follows : 

A Public Meeting of Hie Inhabitants 
of the Town of Victoria and Vancouver's 
Island, v>ill he held at (he Assembly 
Rooms in the said Town, near Hie Hotel 
dc France, at 7 1-2 this Evening, to take 
into consideration the besl means of car- 
rying out l he Law, declared so lo be by 
His Excellency the Governor of the Col- 
ony, as regards the Independent Press 
of this Colonv. Dated Victoria, (lb 
April, J 859." 

Tin! Chairman likewise read a copy of 



cellenc.y Governor Douglas, declaring 
the Acts in force in England requiring 
newspaper proprietors to find sureties, 
etc., have been in operation in this col- 
ony, and cautioning all parties from 
making any infraction of said Laws. 

PROCLAMATION 
By His Excellency James Douglas, Com- 
mander of the most Honorable Order 
of (he Bath, Governor, and Command- 
er. in-Chief, Vice-Admiral, etc., of 
Vancouver's Island and its Dependen- 
cies. 

Whereas, Ihe Laws of the United 
Kingdom of (heal Britain and Ireland, 
regulating the privilege and publishing 
of Pamphlets and Newspapers, arc the 
Laws regulating the same and in force in 
this Her Majesty's Colony of Vancou- 
ver's Island, except in so far as the. said 
Laws imjio.se any stamp duties on News- 
papers and duties on advertisements 
published therein : 

And. whereas there is reason lo be- 
ieve that infractions of these Laws have 
been committed by persons in ignorance 
thereof: And it is expedient lo declare 
anil make known the s&mc to prevent 
such infractions in future, and thai none 
of Her Majesty's loyal subjects nor any 
other persons may incur the penalties 
prescribed for their violation: 

Now, therefore, in consideration of 
the premises, I, James Douglas, Cover 
nor of Her Majesty's said Colony of 
Vancouver's Island, do hereby declare 
and make known thai, with the excep- 
tions aforesaid, the Statutes 00, Geo. III. 
Cap. !), — I I Geo. IV ; and I Will. IV, 
Cap. 7. - , ; and theCth and 7th Will. IV, 
(lap. 70, are the Statutes regulating the 
printing and publishing of pamphlets 
and newspapers in this colony. 

And I do furllicr make known, that 
the declarations required by the Statute 
and 7 Will. IV. may be declared be- 
fore the Colonial Secretary, or person 
acting in thai capacity for the time being, 
in lieu of a Commissioner of Stamps, 
and filed in his office ; and the recogni- 
zances required to be entered into by Ihe 
said Statutes of 00 Geo. Ill, Cap. !K I I 
Ceo. IV, and I Will. IV, Cap. 75, may 
he entered into before the Chief Justice 
of Vancouver's Island in lieu of a Baron 
of Exchequer.

Victoria, this ."Otli 
day of March. A. D.. ts:;o. and in the 
22nd year of Her Majesty's reign.

opinion that Mr. Amor Dc Cosmos be 
requested to again issue his paper, which

This motion was duly seconded, ami 
having been read hy Ihe Secretary, and 
put lo the Meeting by the Chairman was 
unanimously agreed lo. 

It was then proposed lo the Meeting 
that, as the sum which the law required 
for sureties was tSOO, Hie subscription 
list be restricted to that sum. 

Mr. Pidwell then moved asanamend- 
menl that instead of giving cash a num- 
ber of parlies should give their bonds in 
certain sums, so as to amount in the to- 
tal lo the sum of ' 800 stg. And which 
amendment having been seconded by 
Mr. Wight, was put lo the Meeting and 
unanimously resolved upon. 

The following resolution was then put 
lo the MeetiiiL' : 

"Thai, for Ihe purpose of carrying 
out the object of this Meeting, Messrs. 
Vales, Homer, Bayley, and Wight, be 
appointed a Committee, with power to 
add to (heir number." 

This motion was duly seconded, and 
having been put lo the .Meeting, was un- 
animously agreed lo. 

It was then proposed, and duly sec- 
onded, '• Thai a copy of these pneecd- 
ings be forwarded to, and published in, 
the London Times, Daily News, and 
Daily Telegraph," which, on being put 
to the Meeting, was unanimously agreed 
lo. 

Mr. Homer (hen moved a vote of 
thanks to the Chairman, which was car- 
ried with acclamation"; and the Meeting 
then separated.

Law, 
then addressed the Meeting, and explain- 
ed at sonic length the law as it now 
stood, and could be applied in England, 
anil concluded by proposing a resolution 
as follows :

Chairman of this 
Meeting, and appreciating the hardship 
it entails on the independent press of 
Victoria, more particularly ihe. proprie- 
tor of the British Colonist," upon 
whom the said Proclamation more di- 
rectly bears, and with a full determina- 
tion lo obey the law which His Kxcellen 
ey Ihe Governor has, by his Proclama- 
tion, staled has extended lo this colony, 
this Meeting, wilh a view of supporting

Fort Yale, April 2, '59. 
Since my last a Grand Jury has been 
empannelod, and adjourned, without 
transacting any other business than ig- 
noring the bills or murder against the 
two Indians confined in jail some lime 
since for the murder of Bostons last 
summer. 

Judge Bcgbie and suite have departed 
for Thompson River, to look filler thing 
there, and examine into Mr. Travalie's 
accounts, which are said lo be " kind o' 
loose." 

The rush for the upper country con 
tinues unabated, and the fever seems to 
have, seized upon all conditions of so 
ciety — miners and leaders '.'clalnwn-irig' 
alike. Greal stories are afloat as lo Ihe 
richness of Die upper country, and 
coarse gold and nnggols are ■becoming 
common here, being brought from above 
by miners and traders, who immctJlalely 
return with stocks of provisions. 
Mr. Winston, of the famous Island 



diggings, near Boston Bar," is in town. 
His two partners carried down forty-six 
pounds of gold dust last week, to San 
Francisco, which amount they liad dug 
out of their claim since November last, 
although Ihey were- not able to work 
one-half the time, owing to tlie severity 
of the weather. The average yield of 
Winston's claim is fifty ounces every 
twenty-four hours — tlie aluices being 
run night and day. As high as seventy 
ounces has been taken out in twelve 
hours. 

That the country is rich In gold Is not 
now doubted, and the yield of N will 
astonish the. grumblers of 'US. Look 
out for another rush from California 
about Juno. 

Hill's Bar continues to maintain its 
old reputation for richness. Emory's 
Bar, which was nearly deserted recently, 
is again being worked by new-comers, 
most of whom affirm that they make 
from S to 12 dollars per day with reck 
ers. Another stratum of pay dirt has 
been struck about three feet below the 
one just worked out. 

It is rumored here that ex-Commiss- 
ioner Hicks is on his way up, armed 
with titles for his town lots. If this be 
true, a great wrong has been committed 
the memory of which will not he extinct 
in the minds of the sufferers for years. 

A young man, name unknown, was 
carried over the Falls on Monday last 
and drowned. The accident was caused 
by the capsizing of his canoe a short (lis 
tance above those dangerous rapids. 

Business continues slowly to improve 
but the stock of goods is not heavy. 
Flour is worth 1 f ; Beans, 4 0c; Ba- 
con, 27c to 2Sc ; E 15 Syrup, in 5 gal. 
kegs, ?? ; Pork, 227 perhlf bbl ; China 
Sugar, is.

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Whenever any of the. inalienable pre- 
rogatives of tlie people, such as liberty 
et' speech and the right of public dis- 
cussion, arc tampered with by their 
rulers, — whenever those natural rights 
absolutely essential to the existence of a 
free people, are endangered or violated 
— whether by suppression or imposition 
— then it behoves the people to watch 
narrowly and closely any infringement 
of their liberties ; and by a remonstrance 
high-toned and dignified, to do as their 
forefathers did before them, declare 
through constitutional assemblages of 



principles of uo tis t i t ut 1 bri al liberty and of 
the inalienable prerogatives of English- 
men. Only about ten days since a Pro- 
clamation was issued by His Excellency 
tho Governor of this colony, declaring 
that the Statute laws of England arc in 
force here ; and that the newspapers of 
this colony were to give security to the 
Queen in 1)200. in pursuance of one of 
the Statutes of the United Kingdom. 
When or how the Statutes of Great Bri- 
tain, or this one in relation to newspa- 
pers, wore extended here does not ap- 
pear by the Proclamation. The reason 
for such an omission can only be that 
His Excellency knew that under the con- 
stitution of this colony, the making of 
laws was not in his hands, but in the 
hands of the people through their Le 
gislature. We have searched in vain 
the Statutes of England, to sec if before 
the granting a constitution to this colony 
any act of the Imperial Parliament had 
legislated for this country by cxtendin 
her Statute laws to this colony, and we 
find that none exists; Therefore we 
must fallback on the principles of Colo 
nial law to discover whether His Excel- 
lency the Governor has taken on himself 
an authority w hich has not been convey- 
ed to him by the British Parliament or 
tho Legislature of this colony. " It 
cannot be for a moment doubted that on 
the foundation of a colony, the colonists 
carry with them only so much of the 
English law as is applicable to their own 
situation and the condition of an infant 
colony, — such for instance as the gene- 
ral rules of inheritance and of protection 
from personal injuries: The artificial 
refinements- and distinctions incident to 
the property of a great and commercial 
people, the laws of police and revenue, 
(such especially as arc enforced by pen- 
alties,) the jurisdiction of spiritual courts 
and a multitude of other provisions, are 
neither necessary nor convenient for 
them, and therefore auk not in 
FORCE." If we view this country as an 
American colony, it is unquestionable 
that tho common law as such has no 
allowance or authority here. This coun- 
try bring no part of the mother country, 
but a distinct, though dependant, domin- 
ion, nod as 

control of the Imperial Parliament ; but 
is not bound by any acts of Parliament 
of the United Kingdom, unless PARTIC- 
ULARLY NAMED. Such being the case — 
which can he sustained by the highest 
authorities on Colonial law — and assum- 
ing that the Queen of England as such 
had no authority in herself to make laws 
for this colony — except through her 
Parliament or the Legislature of this 
colony — how comes it that His Excellen- 
cy the Governor, who derives his ou- 



authority to make laws in a settlement 
unded by Englishmen, even for a tem- 
porary or special purpose, to any Legis- 
lature not elected wholly or in part by 
the settlers themselves, — and if such 
was the case the clause in his (Gov. 
Douglas') commission was unwarranted 
and invalid. There can then be no 
doubt that his Proclamation is unwar- 
ranted ; that he has declared that to be 
aw which is riot a law of the colony, 
being only applicable, to the mother 
country ; that he has taken upon himself 
the power of piece-meel Legislation not 
conferred on him by the British Parlia- 
ment or the people of this colony ; and 
therefore in declaring the Statutes of the 
United Kingdom in force here, he has 
infringed the constitutional rights of the 
people of this colony. The people then 
should lake such steps for the protection 
pf their rights as will prevent a recur- 
rence ol such an invasion in the future, 
which has not been warranted by pre- 
cedent, authority, or Legislative enact- 
ment.

Rich Diggincs.— Mr. Samuel Swift, 
who arrived on the Eliza Anderson from 
the mines, brings us the most encourag- 
ing news as to the character of the mines 
above the Kunyon. The mining com- 
pany to which he belongs was culled 
Sanderson, Winston and Co's. Their 
claim is located on an Island opposite 
Burton's Bar, about 50 miles above Fort 
Yale. They worked with sluices. Ow- 
ing to bad weather and Frosts they were 
unable to do much work till- the latter 
part of February. Their claim paid rc- 
-markably well. The largest amount of 
dust taken out in twelve hours was 
50 ounces, and in twenty-four hours 
70' ounces. The dirt being all ready to 
throw into the sluices; many a time 
They have made 25 ounces per day ; the 
lowest amount made in a day was S 
ounces; the average number ofjiands 
at work was ten ; the last day's work to 
his share, after all expenses were paid, 
was SH25. One pan of dirt washed the 
last day the claim was worked yielded -i 
dollars ; the whole of the claim is at 
least H S inches under water at the lowest 
stage of the river ; and they worked the 
claim by means of a wing dam and 
pump. Sir. Swift is of opinion that in 
any part of the river, for C or i miles 
above or below their claim, from 5 to 8 
dollars could be made with sluices, and 
with rockers from 5 to C dollars. 
Being well acquainted with the Califor- 
nia mines, he is satisfied that this is bet- 
ter than miners can make there.

EXTRACT of a Idler from our Fort 
Hope Correspondent, dated March -18: 

The weather lias Leon a little milder 
lately llian usual. — although we have oc- 
casional storms. The show does not 
lay long on the ground — that is, on the 
flat where our little town is built" 

The miners have started to work 
again. During the past week quite a 
number of companies have fitted out 
and started on their long and tedious 
journey to the Upper Fraser and Bridge 
river mines via the Kanyon. 

Business has slightly improved here 
lately. .Still parlies selling have to do 
so at a great sacrifice, as most of the 
stocks of the traders here were laid in 
last fall, when prices and freights were 
high. Goods are selling at very low 
prices, when expenses and risks are con- 
sidered. 

I feel confident that this colony will 
be greatly benefitted when the proposed 
town of Queenshoro is made a Port of 
Entry. It will save the dealers a great 
deal of time and expense ; and the con- 
sumer from five to ten per cent on all 
goods imported into the colony. , Be- 
sides the revenue would be collected and 
disbursed in our own province, and not 
Dn Vancouver's Island as now, which 
appears lo me unjust in every point of 
view. 

The citizens here are anxious to have 
a road made from here to Fort Yale and 
thence to the Forks.

Fossils. — There have recently been 
discovered, in one of the limestoncquar- 
ries at Orestou, near Plymouth, the 
teeth, hones, and other remains of lions, 
tigers, elephants, rhinoceroses, horses, 
hyenas, and other animals. The cav- 
ern from which the fossils were extract 
cd is situate in the solid rock in the clilT 
of a quarry, which is 1000 feel from the 
edge of the sea. The cavern was 70 
feet above the level of high water, and 
5~> feet below the surface of the field 
above ; it was 20 feel long, 10 feet high, 
and about 10 feet wide. There was no 
aperture or other indication of its local- 
ity. Among the contents is the jaw of 
an animal of the horse species in stalag- 
mite; and, if so, establishes facts anil 
gives rise to theories entirely new in 
geology.
